The  School  Census. 

A  Stale  law  require*  that  a  census 
of  children  between  the  age*  >»t  five 
and  eighteen  shall  be  taken  every 
Tear  in  the  m«>nth  »»f  Mar.  I  jk®  the 
ba»i*  of  theae  yeArly  report*  the 
M-h< »j\  money  fr>*m  the  State  u*  <lia 
tribute*!  to  the  various  district*.  The 
growth  of  School  District  No.  7 
constant  from  year  to  year,  an<l  »hown 
an  average  gain  of  al*out  twenty  four. 
In  1878  the  n uml»er  of  children  was 
1414;  in  1888  it  i*  1655,  a  gain  of  241 
in  ten  Tears.  Of  these  1655  a*  re¬ 
turned  by  the  census  justttaken,  267 
attend  private  school*.  an<l  480  no 
sole  <ol,  leaving  800  a*  the  nuinls-r  in 
attendance  upon  the  public  wbnula. 

The  numlxer  of  tin  i*e  attending  pri- 
va  w  schools  is  largely  made  up  of 
the  childreu  at  the  Parochial  School 
on  State  Htreet.  Comparatively  few 
of  the  nebular*  remain  in  the  sclmul* 
until  eighteen  year*  of  age.  Those 
who  leave  Hckool  to  engage  in  busi¬ 
ness  largely  account  for  the  number 
attending  no  school.  This  will  be 
readily  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  table 
showing  the  age*  uf  children  returned 
in  the  census  report.

In  order  to  regulate  the  attendance 
at  the  primary  school*,  District  No. 
has  l>een  divided  by  the  Trustee*  into 
three  smaller  districts,  called  the  C’en 
tre,  Brookside,  uud  Berkeley  sub  ilis- 
tricts. 

The  Brookside  School  receives  all 
primary  scholars  residing  north  of 
Canal  street,  and  an  east  and  west  ex 
tentiou  of  this  line. 

The  Berkeley  School  receives  all 
primary  scholars  not  residing  above 
Montgomery  street,  Joseph  B.  Har¬ 
vey’s,  Conger  street,  and  Glen  wood 
avenue. 

The  Centre  Primary  School  receives 
those  residing  between  the  other  two 
districts. 

Of  late  there  has  been  considerable 
discussion  indulged  in  as  to  the  inade¬ 
quacy  of  the  Berkeley  School  building, 

and  an  organized  effort  made  to  ob 
uun  oetter  sciiuoi  (m.u<uj.«iuUUU<>. 

Some  statistics  showing  the  number 
of  scholars  in  the  Berkeley  School 
have  also  been  furnished  .  through 
these  columns.  As  likely  to  throw- 
some  additional  light  iqxon  this  sub¬ 
ject,  the  school  census  just  completed 
has  been  looked  forward  to  with  some 
interest.  The  District  Clerk'  has 
furnished  us  with  the  followed  result 
of  the  census  in  the  sub  district 
named.  The  whole  number  of  schol¬ 
ars  in  the  Berkeley  sub-district  is  604. 
Of  these  186  are  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten  and  so  eutitled  to  instruc¬ 
tion  in  a  primaiyr  school.  We  take 
these  four  years  as  more  likely  to 
show  an  average  result  than  the  ages 
from  five  to  nine.  Few  children  now- 
enter  before  six  years  of  age.  In 
Watsessing  (  south  of  Bloomfield  ave¬ 
nue  and  west  of  Glenwood  avenue ) 
the  whole  number  of  cliildren  is  385, 
of  whom  114  are  between  six  and  ten 
year*  of  age.  It  has  l>een  proposed 
to  reduce  the  size  of  the  Berkeley 
sub-district  to  embrace  all  that  part 
of  the  township  south  of  Second  River. 
If  this  were  done  the  new  sub-district 
would  contaiu  466  children  of  school 
age,  of  whom  149  would  l>e  entitled 
to  accommodation  in  the  Berkeley 
School  house.  ^ 

The  question  of  what  changes  are 
desirable  in  this  building  can  wisely 
be  left  with  the  present  School  Board 
for  their  consideration.  They  have 
all  the  facts  given  to  the  public  and 
many  more  which  are  essential  to  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  matter. 
These  will  no  doubt  !>e  furnished  to 
the  voters  with  whatever  recommenda¬ 
tion  the  Trustees  may  see  fit  to  sug¬ 
gest.  Meanwhile  the  timid  parents 
need  not  be  disquieted  by  the  crude 
inventions  of  reporters  of  city  papers. 
There  may  be  people  foolish  enough 
to  believe  that  because  a  small  patch 
of  wall  falls  in  a  school  building,  it  is 
therefore  untenantable.  Such  stories 
are  popularly  suppled  to  be  proper 
f«*xl  for  those  who'  sail  the  dark  blue 
sea. 

Those  who  live  upon  the  land  know 
the  traditional  insecurity  of  ceilings 
ami  think  it  an  indication  of  sanity  to 
look  about  for  a  mason  rather  than 
raise  a  howl  in  the  newspaper.
